SOUTHERN REGION Undertone was steady to weak, generally steady
on whole product in the East and Midwest. Retail and food service
demand remains seasonal with retail trading centered on last minute
deliveries or orders of holiday items. Supplies of all sizes were suffi-
cient for trade needs. In the parts structure, interest was light with
most items reported in a range of adequate to readily available. B/S
breast were available but somewhat in a better position than bone-in
breast. In production areas, live supplies were moderate at mostly
desirable weights.

NORTHEAST REGION Trucklot buying activity on ready-to-cook whole
broiler/fryers was seasonally light and unaggressive as dealers look
to more traditional holiday meat items. Offerings of all sizes were
more than sufficient for the very light buyer interest. Retail and dis-
tributive movement was limited. The market tone was about steady.
In the parts complex, boneless skinless breasts were at least ad-
equate; bone-in breasts were readily available and often discounted
to clear excess supplies. Dark meat cuts were at least adequate to
fully adequate current trade needs. Wings were at least sufficient.

MIDWEST REGION Whole broiler/fryer market tone was steady.
Offerings were light. Retail demand was slow to light as seasonal
holiday items of turkey, ham and other items received consumer
attention. Food service trade remained mixed, slow to fairly good;
best into fast food and restaurants. Floor stocks for the most part
were in balance with sizes desirable. Trade on parts was generally
inactive as several industry participants were away for the holiday or
had previously booked current needs for the week. Offerings were
light overall. The trade sentiment was about steady on wings, steady
to weak on breasts cuts and mostly weak on dark meat lines.

WESTERN REGION The market tone was barely steady. Offerings
were ample. Most processors’ worked reduced slaughter schedules
due to holiday closures. Buyers’ interest was selective and generally
focused on immediate needs. Retailer demand was moderate at
best. Floor stocks were adequate to fully adequate.

BROILER-TYPE EGGS SET IN 19 SELECTED STATES

Commercial hatcheries in the 19-State weekly program set 210 mil-
lion eggs in incubators during the week ending November 19, 2005.
This was up 1 percent from the eggs set the corresponding week a
year earlier. Average hatchability for chicks hatched during the week
was 83 percent. Average hatchability is calculated by dividing chicks
hatched during the week by eggs set three weeks earlier.

Broiler growers in the 19-State weekly program placed 164 million
chicks for meat production during the week ending November 19,
2005. Placements were up 1 percent from the comparable week a
year earlier. Cumulative placements from January 2, 2005 through
November 19, 2005 were 8.00 billion, up 1 percent from the same
period a year earlier.
